I would respectfully call the attention of the Ge- 
neråt Assembly, to the mode of obtaining grand 
juries within'this State.

known who a grand juror will be, until his name 
shall have been promiscuously drawn from the

duties required of them by law; and which the 
good order and well being of society make it so 
mecessary that they'sh erform. Indeed it has 
frequently happened, tasse: a member of the 
grand jury could be selecighy'the court capable 
of acting as foreman;: and bist pall the advantages 
resuking from æ competent grand jury, are entire- 
ly lost to the county, and the system ytealf falls in-
